Weeds seem to curse every farm, 
they put in an appearance during the 
whole of the growing season, being 
propagated by seeds and from the roots. 
As to the source whence they come, it may 
be difficult to explain, as light seeds are 
carried by winds, but in a majority of 
cases weeds are allowed to produce seeds 
on the farms after the cultivation of the 
regular crops has ceased. Some farmers 
are willing to gwe their crors thorough 
cultivation aa long as the growth of the 
crops demand such work, but they will 
not give cultivation simply to benefit tbe 
land for the nexl^ear. It is during tbis 
interval— between the end of cultivation 
the appearance of frost-that the 
weeds have their golden opportunity. 
They flourish and seed the land for the 
season's production of weeds. It is

impossible to destroy weeds entirely, 
and especially if the farmers of a neigh- 
borhood will work together for tbat pur- 
pose, as even tbe Canada thistle has 
been exterminated on well kept farms by 
cultivating a crop that required the hoe 

i well as the cultivator. 

The early weeds, no matter how small 
they may be, feed upon tbe plant food 
intended for tbe crop, and also appropri 
ate moisture. They grow rapidly because 
they are usually well adapted to the cli- 
mate, and are also indigenous to the soil. 



When tbe weeds are young the plants of 
tbe crop are also young, and there is a 
competition for supremacy. Usually the 
weeds excel in numbers and crowd the 
plants until the farmer comes to the as- 
sistance of the crop. On land that is 
rich, or where manure or fertilizers hare 
been applied, the weeds will always hold 
the mastery, and a difference of only 
two or three days in destroying them may 
seriously interfere with tbe crop. There 
can, therefore, be no postponement of 
cultivation for destroying weeds, and es 
peclally where the rainfall has not been 
up to tbe average, as weeds can take up 
nous amount of moisture from 
the soil in twenty-four hours. 
An implement known as tbe weeder is 
jw used for young weeds. It can be 
drawn by one horse, and destroys then 
without injuring the plants. This is 
done as soon as the weeds begin to appear 
above the ground, and the harrow also 
does good service at times. If the killing of 
the weeds is done while they are young 
there will be a saving of labor later in 
the season, and tbe cultivator need not 
be used until the top so.il requires loosen- 
ng, as surface cultivation is better than 
tearing tbe roots of some crops. Every 
time tbe soil is stirred and a shower cornea 
more seeds will germinate, and in a short 
time there will be but few weeds left. 
So much for (be early weeds. The next 
duty is to keep on with the work of kill- 
ing weeds whenever they put in an ap- 
pearance, and not give up the ground to 
them because the crop is made. If weeds 
allowed to grow to the height of 
several inches they will then have de- 
prived the land of fertility, but if de- 
stroyed when young they can do but lit-

Thia waa followed by a 
propositi. >ii to coin the American pro- 
duct, although Mr. Teller frankly con- 
fessed that he did not endorse this pro- 
take It if it were 
possible to get it The third 
proposition of Mr. Teller was a resolu- 
tion declaring for free coinage accom- 
panied by resolutions which, in brief, 
forth the fact that the protective 
tariff system could not be maintained 
a gold standard basis. The fourth 
proposition was a resolution submitted 
by Mr. Teller at the request of Mr. 
Fowler, of Wyoming. It provide 1 for

Mr. Teller, having been elev ated all 
along the line, said that he was willin/ 
to leave the construction of th« rest of 
the platform to the conmiittci and 
started for his rooms for the pajrppM of 
getting a good night's rest.

It i« often Decessary, ant for amuse- 
ment but for practical purposes, to find 
the height of a factory chimney, or 
•moke stack, and it may not be conveni- 
ent to get access to the architect's plans. 
It may happen that the engineer desires 
to make alterations for securing greater 
or less draught, and the dimensions of 
the chimney form a necessary factor in 
his calculations. 

A very simple but perfectly satisfac- 
tory way or determining the height is the 
game as that used by the wood cutters of 
New England in finding the height of a 
. tree The engineer cuts a stick that 
when placed upright will reach exactly 
to the center of his eyes, ami goiog out- 
doors be lies down on the ground at such 
• distance from the base of the chimney 
that the top of the stick, when the latter 
placed vertically against the soles of 
Us feet, will be in line with bis eyes and 
the top of the chimney. 

In other words, be form, a right-angle 
triangle, of which hi. eitended body, 
from *.yu. lo .he sole, of hi. fee., ia 
Ike base tue upright stick the altilude.
